TERRIBLE MURDER AT HUNGHAM. 
A COWARDLY REVENGE, ; 

Atan early hour this morhing,. the Police 
at Hungham Station received very inde- 
finite information of an attack by an armed 
gang on ono of the fishing bosta at Hungham 
West, and subsequent inquiries fed tothe 
discovery that un old womon had been mur- 
derod and a man so terribly injured that he 
is not éxpected to live. Betweon two and 
three o'clock this morning, a little boy re- 
ported at.

| uilicensed fishing host on whieh an old wo- 
man, named'Cheung Fuk, a widow, sixty- 
six years of age, s man named Wong 
Kun Yau, -a fisherman, and himself 
wero asleep. The five inen were rowed 
tu. the fishing bost in’ twa boats by 
some other. men; how many the hoy is 
unnblo to definitely state.

THE PLAQUE AT MACAO. ; 
* ‘There was laid ou the table a translation 
by Dr Marques of a report on the epidemic 
of bubonic plague in Macao in 1896 by Dr 
J. Gomez daSilva, Principal Medical Officer 
of the Provitice of Macao and Timor. The 
report is a lang one, atid we make the fol- 
lowing summary of the important points. In 
the opening part of the report, Dr da Silva 


Canton in 1894, and quotes extensively from 
reports by the Poxtuguese, Consul at Cun- 
ton. Procautiond wore takon’ ih Macao 
to. prevent overcrowding, to prevent 
the use of welld likely to be. con- 
taminated by infection, to flu 
the drains frequently with “soa water 
and chlorinated . water pumped hy 
steam engines, and. to supply potable 
fresh water to. tho community, Medical 
inspection was instituted in regard to Chi- 
neso coming from Canton and Hongkong, 
the Chinese ‘hospital ‘was daily visited by a 
member of the Sanitary Board, without in- 
terfering with the medical treatinent of tho 
patients; the public latrines were occa- 
sionally inspected’ and a few closed in the 
interests of hygiene. All this work was 
accomplished quietly without resorting to 
the issue of proclamations which—-night 
have alarmed the Colony unnecossa- 
i Di da Silva dineuseod the filthy 
conditions of, most of the cities in South 
China as favourable to the propagation.of 
bactéria and the spread of infection. The 
fact not easily explained but undeniable of 
Macao having escapod the plague epidemic 
of 1894 did not induce the authorities of 
tho Portuguese Colony to fold their arms 
and trust.:to good luck. They wore of 
opinion, and the hood of the Government 
way convinced, that Senitary mousures Ht 
| Macao were urgent and could not bo poxt- 

otted.» The Sanitary Board had repeated- 
dy called the attention of the Authorities to 
a groat many points. Tho Volong district 
ofthe city (the Taipingshan’ of . Macao) 
cousisted principally: of filthy huts of 
wood or bricks, built on: low-lying ground, 
below the level of the main drains, 
so,.thut the newago of the district could not 
be carried away, “The drains wore simply 
«pen channels of tho same styla as in Can- 
ton, They were abrays full of pitch-hlack 
Jiquid,, conteminated and putrid, and were 
the delight of the inhabitants of tho district. 
Dr du Silva recommended to the Govern- 
ment that thisdistrict should be demolished 
in. the shortest possible period of time 
compatible with tho resources of tho Cn- 
lony. This was dono. In addition to tho 
demolishing of that. district the -bones in 
tho old comptery. were exhumed and trane- 
ferrod to w place outside Macao, the ground 
filled up, and the .streets atid squares of a 
future suburb delineated. All this was dons 
without friction or difficulty-and-without 
entailing any sacrifice from the provincial 
treasury—a tantter of great importance te 
the Colony, . In 1895, howevér, in spite of 
tho precautionstaken by tho Sanitary De- 
partment, the -plague «1 vaded, Macao. in 
epidemic form.* The.winter of 1894-95, ac- 
cording to the Vital statistics, had-been one 
of the ‘most deadly recorded in- the history

established mortality statistics on the pro- 
went basis, which if they are not what they 
' should ke, are undoubtedly a great improve- 
ment on the old mathod.
